A PRICELESS RELIC. 


THE FAMOUS BLACK STONE OF THE 


TEMPLE OF MECCA. 


How Thl* Treasure of Islam Appear* 


•t tbe Preaent Day and the Various 
Theories of It* Origin—Guarded by 
Mohammedan*. 


So carefully is the black stone of the 


temple of Mecca guarded, even to this 
day, that the accounts given by different 
writers as to the natnre and appearance 
of the black stone exhibit some consid- 
erable variations, for orthodox Mussul- 
mans cannot be prevailed upon to give 
a straightforward desciiption of it, and 
mere adventurers, like the several Eu- 
ropeap hadjis (Bnrckhardt, Burton and 
the others) could only gratify their in- 
telligent curiosity by stealthy investi- 
gations. Detection in the act of pursu- 
ing such investigation would have cost 
the travelers their lives, in pursuai^ie 
(as Mohammedans suppose) of the law 
of the prophet. Your faithful Mussul- 
man cannot understand that any other 
motive than worship should lead any 
one to visit Mecca. 


The Mohammedans believe that this 


famous stone was brought down from 
heaven by angels. It is set in tbe wall 
of the Caaba, which stands within the 
great colonnade. The stone is four feet 
Bine inches from the ground and is 
kissed and touched with great vener- 
ation by every pilgrim to Mecca. 


Mr. Bate mentions what intelligent 


travelers have recorded concerning the 
nature of the black stone. One of them 
tells us that it ia undoubtedly a large 
aerolite—an opinion which scarcely 
harmonizes with its reputed quality of 
floating in water, since aerolites usually 
contain a large percentage of heavy, 
metallic matter, such as iron pyrites. 


Another traveler reports that it looks 


like a piece of lava, containing small 
extraneous particles of some wbite and 
yellowish substance. 


Still another of these authorities 


affirms that it is a fragment of volcanic 
basalt, sprinkled throughout its surface 
with small, pointed, colored crystals and 
varied with felspar upon a dark ground, 
like coal, excepting one of its protuber' 
ances, which happens to be s little red- 
dish. 


Others, again, claiming an equal title 


to exact knowledge, give it as their 
opinion that it is nothing else than an 
ordinary piece of stone from quarries in 
which the Meccan territory abounds. 
These last mentioned travelers, how- 
ever, appear to overlook the circum- 
stance that this opinion of theirs does 
not take due cognizance of that proper- 
ty of the stone to which we have jast 
alluded and also the circumstance that 
the only kind of stone yielded by the 
Meccan quarries is a sort of gray gran- 
ite. 


Not so difficult is it to form an idea 


as to its size and present appearance. 
In form it is an irregular oval, the in- 
equality of its two longer sides impart- 
ing to it a somewhat semicircular ap- 
pearance. It measures about 6 inches 
in height and 8 in breadth, the diame- 
ter on its lower and wider side being 
8>i inches. The surface is protuberant 
and somewhat knobby or undulating 
and has the appearance of being com- 
posed of a number of smaller stones of 
different sizes and shapes, securely fit- 
ted together with cement and perfectly 
smooth. 


Its appearance is as though the orig- 


inal piece of stone had been broken to 
pieces by a violent blow and then re- 
paired. And, as a matter of fact, this 
appears to be the true explanation of 
this irregularity of the surface, for it is 
recorded by the Arabian historians of 
the Caaba that in the year 413 of the 
Hajira an emissary of a certain Egyp- 
tian khalifa, known as "the Mad Khali- 
fa Hakim," shattered it to pieces by a 
stroke of a club, and they relate that 
after this event the pieces and even the 
dust also were carefully restored and 
the fragments cemented together. 


The protuberances mentioned are 12 


or 15 in number and are such as to im- 
part to the surface of the stone a mus- 
cular or pebbly appearance. Near the 


there is u hollow, jwjilchjceaches 


to about as inucn as two inches 
the outer edge of the stone and ia of a 
kind to suggest to the visitor the sur- 
mise that one of the protuberances may 
have been removed. 


The color of the surface of the relic is 


at the present time a deep reddish 
brcwn, or, as some have described it, a 
metallic black, and, notwithstanding 
the polished appearance imparted to it 
by the constant touching of unnumber- 
ed myriads of devotees, it yet bears on 
its undulating surface what appear to 
be evident marks of volcanic origin. 


These muscular protuberances, how- 


ever, are attributed by the Moslem an^ 
thorities to tbe incessant osculations 
and rubbings of the faithful. 
The 


smoothness may perhaps be attributable 
to this cause, but the obviously frac- 
tured and pebbly appearance is not ac- 
counted for in this war

THK BLESSINGS OF MONOPOLY, 


Soiie of the testimony given before 


the Industrial Committee at Washing- 
ton tend to enlightenment as regards 
the assured advantages of monopoly 
in reducing the cost of products to the 
consumer. This has been the plea in 
justification of the devastating career 
of the Standard Oil trust. By "econom- 
ics in production" it claims to have 
given people oil at prices which never 
could Lave been reached if tbe inde 
pendent manufactures whomitcrushed 
had been allowed to live and compete. 
Bat the Hon. James W. Lee of Pitts- 
burg, who is an authority on the oil 
business, tells the Industrial Com- 
mission that "if there had been fifty 
refiners instead of the Standard Com- 
pany, the market would have been jusV 
as extensive, tbe consumer would have 
got the oil just as cbeap, or cheaper, 
and tbe producer would have been 
much better off. 
Tbe difference, as he 


figures it, is t bat the independent com- 
punies were content with H 10 per cent 
profit, while the Standard gets 100 per 
cent. 


Another point of considerable inter- 


est is the statement, on behalf of tbe 
independent refiners, that tbe United 
States is tbe only country in which 
legitimate competition is allowed to be 
strangled by the trusts. "I blush to 
say," said Mr, Lee, "tbat we can com- 
pete with all opposition ia Germany, 
while we canuot in this coantry. Tbe 
German government does not permit 
of competition which tins for its pur- 
pose tbe destruction of competitors. 
Trusts and combines are not allowed 
to exist there. It ia duo to tbe fact 
tbat we can sell at a profit in European 
countries that we can continue in busi- 
ness despite tbe lossog sustained in 
tbe United States. About 40 per cent 
of tbe product is exported. Tbe KOV 
ernment should not give unlimited 
power to any combination to fix price 
and control trade iu any line." 


No one will probably question the 


acouracy of these statements. 
But 


wbat a. picture they give of the sub 
serveucy of law to monopoly in tbe 
free and independent republic of North 
America.

They 
(tare out of countenance every woman 
who passes. This, they explain, means 
nothing, and is indeed a delicate sort of 
flattery, but by American ladies it is 
often taken for insolence and is always 
very trying. 


In the Royal Opera House at Madrid 


an apparently well bred Spaniard will 
not hesitate to walk down the aisle 
during the entr'act, and, taking a fa- 
vorable stand near the woman he wishes 
to regard, stare at her for two minutes 
at a time, with or without glasses. No 
sooner is the curtain down than nearly 
all the men in the house—as a rale 
handsome fellows and well dressed— 
bunch together in the middle aisle and 
take the measure of their surroundings. 
It is a solemn moment. Nobody smiles 
or jokes, and there does not seem to be 
much talking. Hats are worn, and 
every man looks about and stares. 
When an acquaintance is descried in 
one of the boxes, he gravely lifts his 
hat and replaces it, but his features re- 
tain their impassive gravity. 


The women, when one does see them, 


seem to be handsomely gowned, but 
they are not as good looking aa the 
men. 
They go about in fine looking 


carriages, drawn by spirited horses or 
by a spanking pair of males.

ENEMIES OF RATTLERS. 


Hog* and Black Snakei Kill the Ven- 


omon» Reptile* With Impnuity. 
The two greatest enemies of the rat- 


tlesnake aie the black snake and tha 
hog. 
The rattlesnake is slow and slug- 


gish in movement, while the black snake 
is intensely rapid. The latter will cir- 
cle around his foe and with a sudden 
dart grasp the venomous reptile by the 
neck, so that it has no chance to nse 
its poisonous fangs, and quickly squeeze 
it to death. A hog, especially if fat, 
suffers no danger from the rattlesnake. 
He will march boldly up to the coiled 
reptile, allow himself to be struck in 
his jowls once, twice or three times, aa 
the case may be, and will then calmly 
proceed to swallow the reptile without 
concern. The reason for tbe hog's im- 
munity is due to the fact that the blood 
vessels are so minute and infrequent on 
his cheeks, where fat is predominant, 
that they fail to take up the poison and 
carry it through the porcine system. 
Hogs have been used in droves to clear 
some of the islands of the southern seas 
of poisonous reptiles and have proved 
successful, 


By remembering two simple facts any 


one can distinguish a poisonsous serpent 
from a harmless one. The venomous 
reptile invariably possesses a triangular- 
ly shaped head and a blunt nose, while 
his tail is correspondingly blunt and 
stubby. Any snake that tapera smooth- 
ly from the middle of its body to the tip 
of its nose and to the tip of its tail as 
well, growing slender in a gradual and 
regular manner, ia absolutely devoid of 
venom.—New York Press.

A Cyclone in Nebraska, 


The town of Herman, in Nebraska, 


was destroyed by a cyclone on the 13th 
inst. Twenty people were killed and 
about one hundred wounded. The 
town had abont three hundred houses 
and five hundred inhabitants. Every 
house was swept clean to the ground. 


In the wrecks of New Richmond 


homes the living are ueeking the re- 
mains of the dead among crushed walls 
and burned timbers. The fate of Miss 
AllieWilliarfls, a niece of Mr. Williams, 
District Attorney of Wasboe county, 
was very sad. She had fled to a bate- 
mentof «he Ward-Williams dry goods 
store for shelter, where she was trapped 
by falling timbers. She talked with 
friends after the storm who were pow- 
erless to aid her. The fire that caught 
in the debris after the storm gradually 
made its way to where she was, and she 
perished. 
She was the only living 


child of her parents. 


The number of lives lost in the 


cyclone that destroyed New Richmond 
is 134, and the number lost at Herman, 
Neb., is twenty-six. The number in- 
jured in both cyclones is 276.
